So there it 
was that Christmas, its thou- 
sands of panes of glass shining 
ir. the .pale light: All the crle 
lics who had sald that: i€ wopld 
never be finished in time, were 
proved wrong. It was the 
wonder of the day.

Prince Albert, 
Queen Victorla’s husband, who 
had. sponsored the Exhibition 
from its first stages, arrived to 
see the building as it neared

HE libel action 
brought by Mr 
Charlies Chapman 


against the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club.was, in 
my opinion, one of the few 
enses which it waa quite 
right to bring, although 
the chances of success were 
very small, 


It was the only method 
by which Mr Chapman could 


free his character and es-- 


tablish . his complete in- 


nocence. 


At the same time the 
action may have done good 
in the racing world by es- 
tablishing, even more, firm- 
ly than before, the absolute 
authority of the Jockey 
Club. ; ' 


The affairs of the Jockey 
Club are conducted by their 
elected Stewards, who are 
gentlemen of the highest 
und most respected position 
in racing circles, and their 
‘jurisdiction is conferred on 
them by their Rules. 


Among other powers they 
have absolute discretion to grant 
licences to trainers and jockeys, 
and to withdraw those licences, 
If they think fit, without giving 
any reason. ms 


Strict, 


They can warn any trainer or 
jockey off Newmarket Heath. 
and publish the warning-off 
notices In the Racing Calendar, 
again without assigning a 
reason. . 


severe 


It may seem that the, Rules 
are both strict and severe, since 
a warning-off notice ruins a 
tralner, but the proper conduct 
of the racing -world no doubt 
requires strictness and, if neces- 
sary, severity, and experience 
has shown that the interests of 
the Turf are best served by 
being left in the Stewards’ 
hands. 


Possibly there are some 
trainers who prefer to be less 
regimented, but they have no 
option. If they wish to obtain a 
licence to train racchorses, they 
must consent to be hound by 
the Rules of Racing, as adminis- 
tered by the Jockey Club. 


One important duty of the 
Stewards is the prevention of 
doping. There are many 
methods of doping and more 
than one alm. Dope may be 
used to stimulate the animal to 
develop an unnatural speed in 
n particular race, or to prevent 
it from showing its normal 
form. 


In elther event, while it ts 
Fusually not difficult to estab- 
lish the fact that the horse has 
been doped, it may be almost 
impossible to discover the actual 
person who has administered 


The 


Some fraudulent person may 
slip unobserved into the stables, 
or the travelling horse-box, or 
any af the places surrounding 
the racecourse, and there selze 
an opportunity to use the 
syringe. spray or other device 
well known to the so-called 
“clever division.” 


Ut may be possible to provo 
that any particular person 
not, and could not have deen, 
responsible for what has been 
done, but it is quite another 
matter to fix xesponsibillty on 
someone else. 


blame 


Consequently the Stewards 
have decided to hold the trainer 
tesponsible for the continuca 


, [safety of his horse. Once a horse 


is found doped, the blame must 
rest on the trainer. 


Mr Chapman wes a trainer, 
who had his stables at Lavant, 
near Chichester: 


Among his 
animals was one called Don Pat, Club, ofter further investiga- for valuation, 


Bedfort.. Plate High Welsht 
Handicap sat Kempton Park on 
August 32, 1930. 


The horse travelled safely 
from Its stable in a horse-hox, 
and in due course won the race, 

D 


‘Unfortunately for Mr Chap- 
man, the horse's unusual run- 
ning attracted the: attentlon of 
the Stewards of the mecting 
and when it returned to the 
weighing-in enclosure they or- 
dered an examination by a 
veterinary surgeon,’ who re- 
pon'ed that both saliva and 
sweat showed = clear — evidence 
that the horse had been doped. 


Private hearing 


The local stewards of tie 
meeting thereupon reported the 
matter to the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club, who in due course 
called Mr Chapman before them 
and thorourhly Investigated the 
whole incident. The hearing of: 
the cnse took place in private 
on September. 29, 1930, and, as 
was only to be expected, was 
completely fair and impartial. 


The Stewards st Kempton 
Park gave evidence on the run- 
ning of the horse’ and {ts ex- 
cited appearance after the race. 
In their opinion Don Pat showed 
distinct signs of belne under the 
influence of drugs. The veterin- 
ary surgeon said the horse had 
been doped with eaffeine, which 
had probably been rubbed on 
the horse's teeth. 


Theie was no evidence—in- 
deed ft’ was not even suggested 
—that Mr Chapman personally 
was n party to, or had ony 
knowledee of, the administra- 
tion of the drug. 


Mr Chapman gave evidence 
that the horse appeared in per- 
fect health before the race and 
none of the stable boys called, 
Including the boy who travelled 
fn the horse-box, noticed any- 
thing wrong or could throw any 
light on, the matter. 


_A_ mystery 


The actual source of the 
doping remained a= mystery. 
Probibly same person 
watted his time around the 
stables before the race and had 
managed to slin the — caffeine, 
which is a drug with - a very 
rantd octian, into = the horse's 
mouth just before it went out 
for the parade. 


After henring all the evidence 
the Stewards retired to consider 
their findings and = decision, 
which they finally told to Mr 
Chapman tn the following 
words; 


“We have given most careful 
thought to this case. We have 
come to the conclusion that Don 
Pat wos doped and he {s dis- 
qualified for life. We consider 
you, as trainer, were directly 
responsible for the care of the 
horse, Your licence to train {s 
revoked ond you are warned off 
Newmarket Heath.” 


There {is no doubt that these 
findings and this decision were 
fully within the powers of the 
Stewards, conferred on them 
by the Rules of Racing, and, as 
Mr Chapman wos bound by 
these rules, he could have no 
redress against o sentence 
which spelt his ruin on the 
Turf. , 


Nothing against 


Moreover, the words of the 
decision seemed to make it 


‘quite clear that the Stewards 


had found nothing against him 
except a brench of the obsolute 
duty imposed on a trainer to 
use such care ‘as would ensure 
the continued: safety of 
horse under hi charge. There 
was no breach of suspicion on 
his honesty or integrity. 


Unfortunately, when 
Stewards published their deci- 
sion. which, again under the 
Rules, they were entitled to do, 
the wording was altered. It 
then read: 


“The Stewards of the Jockey 


had 


drug had been administered to 
the horse for the purpose of the 
race in question. They disquall- 


fled the horse for thfs race and 


for all future races under thelr 
Rules, and wamed= Mr Chap- 
man, the trniner of the horse, 
off Newmarket Heath.” : 


. eas 8 
It will he obsérved that the 
words: ‘You, as traincr, were 
directly responsible for the care 
of the horse,” have been 
omitted. 


Why this was done was never 
‘clear to me, The Stewnrds, 
during the course of the — sub- 
sequent trials, sald that it was 
done in Mr Chapman's interest, 
as the omitted words might 
have been taken to {indicate a 
closer responsibility on Mr 
Chapman than the mere word 
“trainer” {mpled. It fs possible 
that other minds might have 
formed a different opinion. 


The statement in the Racing 
Calendar wos subsequently ° re- 
peated in The Times under a 
headline: “Racing, Another 
Trainer Warned Off. The Doping 
of Don Pat." 


Racing scandal 


The effect of these publica- 
tions was immediate. The Press 
se'zed on the incident as a 
first-class racing scandal and 
the reports and comments which 
appeared in the evening papers 
made i! clear beyond all doubt 
that many, if not most, people 
were under the impresslon that 
the trainer had himself been 
found guilty of fraudulent 
practices, 


Mr Chapman awoke — to find 
himself not only warned off the 
Turf and ruined financlally, but 
obliged to face the world with 
his reputation for .honesty 
completely destroyed. 


To a young man at the begin- 
ning of his career, who had 
enjoyed an unblemished char- 


-acter, the. position could not he 


‘allowed 6 remain unchallenged. 


. There could be no appeal 
from. the decision of — the 
Stewards; all that remained waa 
recourse to the Law Courts, and 
Mr Chapman decided to bring 
an action for libel against the

First witness

On the ons hand 
nobody could doubt that it was 
in the Interest of everyone in- 
terested in racing that the 
complete authority of the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club 
should be preserved.

The Stewards gave evidence 
to establish ao fact, which no-

created by the words they had 
employed tn their decision.

out to them: the 
case with which that hardship 
could have been removed was 
emphasised; they were asked if 
they had not , appreciated the 
poralble injustice caused by the 
publicatlons in the evening 
Press.

The judge declined; he said 
he would hold the words to be 
capobdle, in Inw, of a defamatory 
meaning, ond that he would ask 
the jury to decide one impor- 
tant question of fact: 


‘Vo the words complained of 
mean that the plainthY was a 
party to the doping of ‘Don 
Pat?” * 


This one question was, of 
course, vital to the whole case, 
and as it was subsequently re- 
considered by the Court of 
Appeal, it is only fair to the 
learned judge to say that ot that 
late the Inw on the subject was 
not established (there had been 
no previous decision on the 
polnt). 


The jury returned a verdict 
{n favour of Mr Chapman, and 
gave him the enormous damages 
of £16,000-—-£13,000 against 
the Stewards and Messrs. 
in respect of pub- 
cation in the Racing Calendar 
and £3,000 against The Times. 


The appeal 


It 1s,.of course, impossible to 
know what matters the jury 
take into consideration when 
assessing damages, and, as the

Point of law

the Stewards who were the de- 
fendants In Chapman’s

As the shadows lengthened 
we reached Montgomery's 
headquarters at Burg-el- 
Arab, Here the afterwards 
famous caravan was drawn 
up amid the sand-dunes by 
the sparkling waves. 


The General pave me his own 
wayon, Uivided between oflce 
Mand bedroom, After our long 
drive we all had a delicious 
Bbathe. “All the ‘armics are 
bathing» now at this hour all 
long the coast,” said Montyo- 
ery as we stood In our towels, 
c waved ‘his arm to the 
westwartl, Three hundred 
yards awny about a thousand 
of our, men were disporting 
themselves on the beach, 


How fashions change! When 
Jo marehed to Omdurman 44 
yours before the theory was that 
African sun must at all 
costs be kept away from the 
skin. The rules were’ strict. 
Special spinc-pads were but- 
toned on the back of all our 
khak! coats, It was a military 
offence to appear without 4 
pith helmet. We were advised 
to wear thick underelothing, 
following, Arab custom enjoined 
by 1,000 yenrs of experience, 
Yet now half-way through the 
20th century many of the white 
soldiers went about their daily 
toil hatless and naked exccpt 
M@ for the cqual of a loin cloth. 
8 Apparently it did them no harm.

Uplifted —

Great strength 


The 51st Highland Division 
was not yet regarded ns “desert- 
worthy,” but these magnificent 
troops were now ordered to man 
the new Nile front, The position 
was: one of great strength be- 
cnuse of the comparatively few 
cnuseways which cross the 
canallsed Mooded or — floodable 
aren of the Delta, It seemed 
quite practicable to arrest an 
armourcd rush along, the causc- 
ways. 


The defence of Cairo would 
normally have belonged to the 
British general who commanded 
the Epyptian Army, all of 
whose forces were also arrayed.

I had now to go home on the 
eve of battle and return to far 
wider but by, no means less de- 
cisive affairs. 1 had already ob- 
tained the Cabinet's approval 
to’ {he directive to be given to 
Gen. Alexander. He was __ the 
supreme authority with whom 
1 now dealt in the Middle East. 
Montgomery and the Elghth 
Army were undér him. So also, 
if it became necessary, 
Maitland-Wison and the . de- 
fence of Cairo. “Alex,” as I had 
long called him, had already 
moved himself and his personal 
headquarters into the desert by 
the Pyramids.

TPHESE engagements between

Access to sea 


FGHANISTAN has no outlet 
to ‘the sea of her own, and 
all her imports and exports have 
fo pass through Karachi, Pakis- 
tan’s capital and chief port, and 
the nearest port to Kabul. 
Pakistan has gone to special 
trouble to sec: that there is no 
hold-up of Afghanistan’s im- 
ports, even to the extent of 
running. special trains to the 
frontier. 


When Britain made her con- 
cessions to Afghanistan in a 
treaty signed in 1923, it was 
designed to encourage Afghanis- 
tan to keep her independence 
and not to turn to Russia’s ever 
open arms. 


Pakistan can never give way, 
to the Afghan demands without 
endangering her own snfety and 
that of her neighbour, India, 
and unless pressure is put on 
the Afghans from outside to 
cease agitating, a clash is almost 
inevitable. 

This is the more so now that 
Afghanistan has enlisted the 
help of the Fakir of Ipi, the 
firebrand Pathan agitator who 
for many years gave Britain 
more trouble than the whole of 
the rest of the tribesmen. 


A Russian dream from | the 
earliest Tsarist days has _ been 
to annex Chino, Persia, 
Afghanistan and the Indian 
sub-continent, and that ambl- 
tion has not changed with the 
coming of the Communist 
regime. Every month Russia is 
creeping nearer har goal. Al- 
ready her borders, or the bor- 
ders of her satellites, have 
reached India on_the northeast.

Mr Arthur Henderson, 
the Secretary of State for 
Air, announced when open- 
ing an airmen’s club at the 
RAF Station, . Valley, 
Anglesey,, that as part. of 
its expansion under the new

Mechanical 
Heart 
Invented 


New York. 
Two Yale surgeons dis- 
closed they had developed a 
mechanical heart that has 
been used on experimental 
animals, but some day may 
reach the perfection for 


human use. * 

The physicians, Drs Willlam 
H. Sewell and William W.L. 
Glenn, sald thelr device actually 
is a pump that takes over the 
functions of the right side of the 
heart for a limited time. It has 
deen used successfully on dogs, 
the doctors sald, for a period up 
to 100 seconds, : 

Development of the “heart” 
was reported by the doctors in 
the magazine Surgery. They 
believe the device - ultimately 
may give surgeons a_ better 
chance to operate on the human 
heart. :. 

In the experiments, the sur- 
geons used the mechanical heart 
to take over the functions of 
only one ‘side of the complete 
heart,’ It was pointed-out that 
the human heart, as well as the 
heart in .dogs and some other 
animals, Is divided into two sec- 
tions, AM, 

' They found that the device 
could take over the functions of 
the right side of. the heart, 
which receives de-oxyg 

blood after it has clreulated 
through the body: and then 
pumps it, into the lungs for a 
fresh. supply of oxygen. It is 
the left side’ that pumps the 
fresh blood Into the: body, ':~ +! 

The surgeons’ explained that 
In intercepting the blood before, 
it enters the right heart, a 
specinl tube {is inserted into the 
jugular vein on one side of the 
neck. The blood is then drawn 
out by the, mechanical pump 
and js sent’ through the special 
outlet tube that is inserted into 


the pulmonary arteries leading | 


to the Jungs. a 

‘They said that a flow-meter 
in the tube measures the flow 
of blood and helps regulate the 
elrculation of the blood through 
the pump.—United Press.
